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GEIMERAL 


LOCATION 

New London is located in New London County in Southeastern Connecticut, 
approximately 45 miles southeast of Hartford and 50 miles east of New Haven. 
It is bordered on the north and west by the Town of Waterford, on the east 
by the Thames River and the City of Groton, and on the south by Long Island 
Sound. 

AREA 

New London has an area of 6.2 square miles. 

ALTITUDE 


The altitude ranges from sea level to the highest elevation at Connecticut 
College which is 242 feet above mean high water. 

GEOLOGY AND TOPOGRAPHY 


The bedrock formations of the area consist of complexly folded, acid crystalline 
gneisses, schists and granites. These relatively unweathered formations furnish 
the parent materials for most of the soils. 

All of the area is covered by complex glacial deposits scoured from local 
bedrock. Glacial till, an unsorted mixture of boulders, gravel, sand, silt 
and clay, covers most of the uplands and was deposited directly by the ice. 

Depth of the till varies from a few inches to more than ten feet. Photo- 
grammetric maps of the City at 1" = 40'scale with 1’ contours were made in 
1966 and are available at the Public Works Office.

New London (originally called Nameaug) was founded May 
New London in March 1658, and adopted a City Charter in 1921. At one 
time, the commerce of New London was exceeded by only two ports J-n 
Lerica that of Boston and New York. Thus, for many years. New London 
was the focal point of trade and commerce in Southeastern Connecticut 
and indeed the East. Today New London is essentially a residential, 
retail trade and service center, and an outstanding educational center. 
The City also houses the U. S. Coast Guard Academy and the United States 
Naval Underwater Systems Center which is a world leader in the field of 
marine research.

PLANNING AND ZONING 

The City Planning Board has been in existence since 1921. It advises the 
City Council, which serves as the zoning authority, on all matters of public 
development. A zoning ordinance had been adopted by the governing body in 
1925 and completely revised in December, 1969. 

A consistent thread of planning studies and updated regulations produced as 
part of the planning process have been instrumental in shaping New London's 
development pattern during the past decade. New London has been designated 
as a model cities area and is in the process of urban redevelopment.

The Lawrence and Memorial Hospitals, established in 1912, is fully accredited 
by the Joint Commission on Accreditation of Hospitals. It has 354 beds, 54 
bassinets. 

Lawrence and Memorial has a diploma School of Nursing accredited by the National 
League of Nursing, plus numerous formal and informal training courses. It has an 
American Medical Association approved three year residency in Obstetrics and 
Gynecology, one year Surgical residency in preparation for specialty training, 
and a two year rotating internship. 
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Ground breaking for the $6.5 million wing at the hospital took place in August, 
1969. The structure houses expanded laboratories, additional therapy and x-ray 
facilities, and 2 patient floors.
